GRAIN 


Commerce Board Rules 
Against Railroads. 


[Chicage Tribune Presse Service.] 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Chicago and other midwestern 
grain markets won a _ victory today 
when the interstate commerce commis- 
sion refused to permit the Minneapolis 
and St. Louis and the Soo Line to 
make effective a six cent reduction in 
rates on grain and grain products from 
Minneapolis and Duluth to eastern des- 
tinations. 

The railroads proposed the reduction 
to recover traffic moving over lake and 
rail routes through Duluth and Buf- 
falo, N. Y., and in resyonse to requests 
of grain, industrial, and commercial in- 
terests of Minneapolis, together with 
northwestern millers, that the carriers 
build up Minneapolis as a grain and 
milling center by an outbound rate ad- 
justment that would draw some of the 
grain away from Duluth and the lake- 
rail routes and bring it through Min- 
neapolis over all<rail routes. 


Arguments of Foes. 
Opposition to the proposal came from 
grain and milling interests of Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Duluth, St. Louis, and 
other points. 


“Approval of the proposed rates 


would, we believe,” the commission 
said, “lead direct!y to a disruption of 
the grain rate structure, have marked 
effects on marketing and distribution, 
and of necessity impair the revenues 
of carriers and their ability to render 
satisfactory service.
